A new candidate for public favor is 


Dawfnskie island, one of the islands 
not far distant from Savannah and one 
of 6ho most interesting historically. 
Dawfuskio ia tho Indian name of the 
island. It ia some sis miles in length 
and fonr miles in width, noted for its 
fish, oysters aud crabs and famous of 
late years for its deer hunting. The In- 
dians were very partial to it—that ia, 
judging from tho mounds, tomahawks, 
arrowheads and other relics of that 
moo which aro still to be found on the 
island. It is the sontheasternmost point 
of South Carolina, and directly oppo- 
site Tybee island, nud in what was 
formerly known as St. Luke's parish, 
Beaufort district, but now legally desig- 
nated as Yemassee township, Beaufort 
county. 


Tho island was at one time the prop- 


erty of the Mongin family, who settled 
it aboufc 1750, and up 60 thev ^beginning 
of the late war it, was divided into sev- 
eral plantations and had a population, 
in addition to the planters' families, of 
about 1,500 slaves. Several places on 
tho island arc still owned by the de- 
scendants of the Mongins, Bloody Point 
by Mr. Mongiu Stoddard and Molroso 
by Mr. Alfred H. Stoddard. 


The following story of Dawfuskie is- 


land appeared in Tho Morning News of 
Juno 24, 1878, and is all of its early 
history that can bo found: 


"The 
massacre of Bloody Point, 


though previous to tho Revolutionary 
war, is still interesting as relating to 
tho ancient history of St. Luke. Tlio 
islands of Port Royal and St. Helena 
were pretty thickly settled with white 
population when Hilton Head, Dow 
Dusky, Pmckney and tho other neigh- 
boring islands wero lielcl in possession 
by a few isolated Indians or wero alto- 
gether uninhabited. They formed a kind 
of neutral ground between the white 
and red men. The Indians from Georgia 
were in the habit of making frequent 
inroads upon tbo white settlement?, 
killing the inhabitants and carrying off 
whatever plunder (hey could gather, to 
their remoter homos m the f ai ther south. 
They formed largo war parties aud 
would proceed aa for north as Hilton 
Head. Heio they would skulk about till 
a fair ohanco oft'eiod, when they would 
cro>"; Broad river and mvage the neigh- 
boring settlements; hence tho name of 
Skulk creek (and not Skull, as is now 
written). 


"Tho 
Indians wero in tho habit of re- 


turning to Skulk creek after these in- 
vasions and would elude pursuit among 
its numoious nooks and windings. Upon 
one of those occasions, after having 
committed A number of murders and 
having loaded their canoes with what- 
ever plunder they weio able to collect, 
having secuied a quantity of "fiio wa- 
ter, "it is presumed, from tho sequel, 
they passed through Skulk creek on 
their retain south without stopping ir 
their old haunts nnd never hi'ltcd until 
they reached Dov/ Dusky, where they 
thought thoy would bo beyond tho rcacJi 
of tho whites. 


' 'A very strong ami iletermined party 


of whites went m pursuit of them. On 
reaching Hilton Head (hey learned from 
a few Indians of a fucudly tribe that 
their cnrruira liucl rot halted, but had 
proceeded ou walh. Haying induced 
these friendly Indians to join them as 
guides, thc-y contmrpd their pin-suit 
fnrthor south. V 1>ni thoy h.icl 5,0110 on 
a? far a<i Co, l>i-ky, they diccoveied 
from tho wnoko (i tlion- camp thut tlie 
Ind'iiii-i Juid li.utecj at (ho boutheast 
point iit tho ibli: 1, TUo \vlu(es Jiinded 
ou tho nculive-t portion aud r_u..Uied 
toward tlicu- cni.ra.iCi Tho lucUtiu 3 had 
put all thvv boats a short distance 
up what is. i:m/ known as New nver, 
to avoid tlij faurf which btooks upon 
tho point.

' 'The surprise was complete; the mas- 


sacre was dreadful; the white sands, 
wero crimsoned with blood, and the 
earth was strewn with wounded, dying 
and dead. A few, very few, escaped by 
swimming, some to the opposite marsh, 
and one swam entirely over to Tybee, a 
distance of three miles. From the dread- 
ful carnage at this spot it received the 
usuae of Bloody Point, which it retains 
to this time, it being the extreme south- 
eastern point of South Carolina. After 
this decisive victory the settlements to 
tho north of Broad river received, no. 
further inplestation from the southern 
Indians, and soon after Hilton Head it- 
eelf began to be settled by the whites. 
The Indians who escaped, having col- 
lected after n lapse of some time, re- 
turned to Hilton Head, and, finding 
only two of the tribe who had guided 
the whites in their pursuit, avenged tl?q 
downfall pf their pwn tnba by destroy- 
ID;; Loth of them. They then returned 
south and wero lost ^ight of ever after.

For Justice of the Supreme 
Court and Lieutenant Governor, Bon- 
nifleld had a clear majority of 1,^20 for 
Justice, and Sadler a majority of 1,879 
for Lieutenant Governor, proving that 
the silver men had a majority over all 
the other parties in the State. 


The Populists claimed to be as loyal 


to silver as the Silver party, as did also 
many' of the Democrats, though the 
platform of the latter indorsed Cleve- 
land's administration. Now the Silver 
men, the Populists and the Democrats 
have nominated W. J. Bryan for Presi- 
dent on an unequivocal free coinage 
platform and one which also declares 
against the railroad funding bill. The 
Democratic and National Silver party 
conventions nominated Arthur Bewail 
of Maine for Vice President and the 
Populists nominated Thomas E. Wat- 
son of Georgia for the same office. 
This is the only material difference be- 
tween them. As three-fourths or more 
of the Populists in this State left the 
old parties four years ago and assisted 
in organizing the Silver party with 
which they now differ iu no essential 
particular, except in name, and in tais 
county the silver men supported the 
Populist local ticket, there should be 
no great difficulty in uniting their 
forces as well as all who are for Bryan, 
against the common enemy which is 
intent on maintaining tho gold stand- 
ard and making the United States n 
financial dependency o" tha gold gam- 
blers of Europe.

Doubtless most are familiar with the

At the first appearance upon life's 


stage of this speck of humanity "scarce 
half made up," it is swathed in a bun- 
dle of absorbent cotton and laid ia its 
little nest, with nothing to distract its 
attention but a perfectly accurate ther- 
mometer, to which it, however, seems 
Wholly indifferent. The glass lid is thun 
almost closed. Experience has taught 
the physicians that it is better to leave 
, it open a little space. A trained nurse 
at once takes her place by the side of 
this unique object and keeps constant 
guard over temperature, conditions of 
air, etc. Absolute quiet and a subdued 


ght are among the requirements. The 
,-raperatnre may range from 90 to 98 
egrees. In cases of low vitality it is 
ept at 88, and with the most robust ia 
ever allowed to go below 90 degrees. 
!hen every hour the little charge must 
e fed. This is sometimes accomplished 
y means of a dropper, but more often 


little rubber tube is passed through 


lio tnouth nnd esophagus into the stem- 
id), raid into this tube is slowly poured 
a dram, about a teaspoouful, of pre- 
wired feed. Thus in the 34 hours about 
hree ounces of food are absorbed. This

opment of the baby. 


Every SiG hours the little gown of ab- 


sorbent cotton is exchanged for a per- 
fectly fresh one of the same material. 
The food and clothing of this embryo 
iersouage are not; therefore, great bills 
of expense, but its lodgings, its physi- j 
ciaM HIM nurses make up a pretty sum \ 
for its indulgent parents. 


It will easily be seen that the only 


requirements for raising a baby in an 
incubator are a perfectly even, high 
temperature, pure air and a food the 
uearest approach possible to its natural 
food. Bat simple as this sounds it has 
taxed every resource of the best engi- 
neering and sanitary authorities, the 
finest bacteriologists and chemists in 
tho country to arrive at the present 
state of advancement, An incubator as 
it is novr perfected costs about §300. A 
few firms have them to rent, and as the 
demand for them is naturally small one 
may be rented at any time. 


Dr. Eotch, who is responsible for 


many of the recent improvements of the 
incubator, has been very successful in 
its use. He insists upon having always 
iwo trained nurses, so that no moment 
may these be the ?isk pf a change in 
conditions which might turn the scale 
the wrong way. This of itself means 
$50 a week, and the time of incubation 
is usually from two months to ten 
weeks. But the baby so saved comes in 
time to be quite the equal of his fellows 
who followed the good, old fashioned 
ways. 
Hospitals cannot boast as great suc- 


cess from their experience with incn- 
buvors, although several include one 
ir.uong their appliances. In the first 
place it is often a case where the tiny 
Mohammed must go to tho mountain, 
and it is almost imppssijile to accomplish 
this without seme little exposure. Then 
iu most cases the child has net only 
premature birth to struggle with, bul
